Pacts Bearing on the Problem 

8. The Board on Geographical Names has, si nee the beginning of the 
JAMS program, performed the following services for the Joint Intelligence 
Study Publishing Board:

a. Pr e pa r ed the name overlay for the JAMS blue-line work 

map and checked the final map for accuracy of place names* 
b« Performed place-name research for contributors to JAMB. 

c. Edited the final manuscript of JANIS for spelling of 
place names, 

d, Prepared a gazetteer listing all place names included 
in the JAHIS together with variant names and geographic 
coordinates for each place. 

9. This aerviee to the JAN IS pro ram has been financed by the Office 
Chief of Engineers out of map res -arch funds of Army Nap Service. 

10. The cost of this work, since the beginning of the JAMS program 
has averaged $7,480.00 per JAMS study. 

11. The 0 flee Chief of engineers informed the JI5PS on 17 January 1947

that no provision was made in the^AKS budget for BOB service to JAMS. 

12. The question of financial support for BOM service to JAMS waa 
submitted informally to the Central Intelligence Group (CIO) to ascertain 
whether GIG could assume the financial cost of lids service, to 26 June 
1947, CIO replied that it did not believe this a proper function for 
GIG, but that an interim arrangement might be worked out to keep the 
function operative until a permanent arrangement could be worked out. 

13. The director of JISP8 has informally requested each member of JISPB 
and JTS to canvass his agency to ascertain whether a pro rata basis of 
finance fer this SON function could be established within the agencies 
represented on JISPB,

15. The BGH carries on a highly specialised operation with trained 
scientific and clerical personnel. This technical "know-how* is not 
duplicated elsewhere in or out of the Federal Government. Hass methods 
developed over a period of years in one technical field make low costs 
possible. Inique geographic name resources of card files, library and systems 
have bean built for just sueh purposes as exemplified by JANIS editing. 

Were each agency to edit its own names it would in effect need a duplicate 
of the organisation of the BGS. 

16. The great variety of source materials used in joint intelligence 
compilation such aa JAMS makes mandatory the deposition of reaponsiblity 
in a single agency which can make certain the consistency of usage so 
vital in the work. SJames used by one agency for a feature or place would 
in many oases not be recognizable ar> the same name applied by another 
agency. Mot only is there inner c nsietency within a study but there is 
consistency with all other intelligence, map, ana other editing performed 
by the 8 GH or according to its procedures and policies. 

17. The present system of editing makes certain the identification 
and inclusion in the gaaetteer of every feature named in the study 
text. Mo other method would achieve this result. 

18. Centralisation of th# function of name checking develops central 
reference files of place names waeful to all agencies of the United States 
Government . JAJfIS likewise benefits from work done by BGN for other 
agencies . 
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
